CONTRIBUTER BY K3GNM 
TESTING SILICON POWER DIODES 


‘FIG. | 


The installation of silicon diodes can be complicated by variation in component 
parameters and insufficient information as to the condition’ of a-particular diode. 
“nere is little useful information that can be obtained by an ohmmeter so that it is 
necessary to provide an effective method of testing. For this reason, the circuit in 
Fig. lis provided. The battery voltage should exceed the diode inverse peak voltage. 
resistor Rl should be selected to provide a resistance that will prevent an excess 
current through the diode under test. Ifa variable resistor is used, adjustments 
<ta be made for a wide variety of diodes. The meter M1 is a direct current volt- 
eter and M2 is a direct current meter. Zevo-center meters would be an advantage 
wut they are not necessary. The switch is double pole, double throw and its function 
is merely to reverse polarity. 


It is important to know if the inverse peak voltage falls below the zener break- 
down point, The direct current voltage drop across the diode at maximum current 
ans the reverse current leakage. If the readings obtained vary beyond reasonable 
linmits from the parameters indicated in your handbook, it can be concluded that the 
diode is defective. 


Where the diodes are known to be good, and they are to be used in series, it 
is a good policy to select units that have reverse currents that are similar. This is 
particularly important where the inverse peak voltage approaches the sum of the 
allowable inverse peak voltages of the diodes in series. 


It is important to inspect the source of power and the load with which a parti- 
cular diode is associated. 


If either is reactive, it is possible that the transient peak voltage will exceed 
the normal alternating current peak voliage. If the diodes used are operating near 
their inverse peak voliage, the transient peak may exceed the limitations of the recti- 
fier. ‘‘o protect the diode from this type of damage, a small capacitor can be shunted 
across it. If the duration of the transient is known, the value can be calculated but a 
practical value is about 250 micro-micro farads.
